If the pre-collision sensor detects that a collision is unavoidable, the pre- 
coliision system will retract the seat belt, contributing to improvement of 
the passenger's protection. 

The same will happen if the driver makes an emergency braking or loses con¬

Obtain medical advice and wear the seat belt 
in the proper way. (^R /o) 

Women who are pregnant should position 
the lap belt as low as possible over the hips in 
the same manner as other occupants. Extend 
the shoulder belt completely over the shoul¬ 
der and position the belt across the chest. 
Avoid belt contact over the rounding of the 
abdominal area. 

If the seat belt is not worn properly, not only 
the pregnant woman, but also the fetus could 
suffer death or serious injury as a result of 
sudden braking or a collision.

Obtain medical advice and wear the seat belt in the proper way. (^P 73) 

n Child seat belt usage 

The seat belts of your vehicle were principally designed for persons of adult size. 

1 Use a child restraint system appropriate for the child, until the child becomes 
large enough to properly wear the vehicles seat belt. い P.120) 

1 When the child becomes large enough to properly wear the vehicle's seat belt, 
follow the instructions on P /o regarding seat belt usage.

If your seat belts cannot be fastened securely 
because they are not long enough, a person¬ 
alized seat belt extender is available from 
your Lexus dealer free of charge.

n Wearing a seat belt 

Observe the following precautions to reduce the risk of injury in the event of sudden 

braking, sudden swerving or an accident. 

Failing to do so may cause death or serious injury. 

1 Ensure that all passengers wear a seat belt. 

1 Always wear a seat belt properly. 

1 Each seat belt should be used by one person only. Do not use a seat belt for more 
than one person at once, including children.

Damaged seat belts cannot 
protect an occupant from death or serious injury.

If the seat belt does not function correctly, immediately contact your Lexus 
dealer. 

1 Replace the seat assembly, including the belts, if your vehicle has been involved in 
a serious accident, even if there's no obvious damage.
